EARLY CANADIAN METILODISM, 


“ BARDARA Huck, a Tale of Early Metho- 
dism in Canada.” By W. U1. Withrow. 
Cinolnnati: Cranston & Curts. Metho- 
dist Book-Rooms, Toronto, Montreal 
and Halifax, Pages, 238. Price, 75 
cents. 

Many young Canadians have a very in- 
adequate conception of the intense’ and 
romantic interest of the story of early 
Methodism in thisland. Thereis no more 
heroic record than that of the pioncer 
Methodists of Canada, who for faith and 
freedom forsook the older settlements of 
the United States on the outbreak of the 
Revelutionary War and laid the founda- 
tions ofempire in the then northern wild- 
erness. Prominent among this brave band 
was Barbara Heck, the wiother of Metho- 
dism in the New World. 

In the form of a story the author of this 
book has endeavoured to trace the adven- 
tures of the little group of Palatine emi- 
grants who left Ireland for New York and 
subsequently for Canada. A romantic in- 
terest is given to the story by tracing the 
adventures of the first two Methodist 
missionaries to Ounida, both of whom fell 
in love with the same charming girl, 

For the pictures of pioneer life, of the 
Quaker settlement, of the Virginia Loyal- 
ists, of the backwoods camp mecting, of the 
domestic persecution of Reginald Pember 
ton, a young Methodist preacher, and the 
tragic episode of the last siege of ‘Quebce, 
our readers are referred to the volume 
itself. 

The book is brought out in excellent style 
by the Methodist Publishing House in 
Cincinnati, with four engravings, and is 
being reprinted in Canada from duplicate 
plates.

Tho medical author of 
“The Spirit of Cookery " also assects that 
‘“cheeso is the most valuable animal food 
obtainable,” and that itis ‘‘from two to 
three times as nutritious as the same 
money value of ordinary meat."

TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


Toronto Junction. Dec, 2.—(Special.)—A 
terrible accident happened in the Queen 
City mills at 5.30" o'clock this evening, 
whereby Mr, James Campbell. brother 
of Mr. Arch. Campbell. M.P., lost his 
life. It appears that Mr. James Camp- 
bell and Mr, Josevh Harper were doing 
some work in the third storey of the 
building. when a scoop shovel accident- 
ally fell into a large hopper, throuxh 
which the shorts are conveyed from the 
upper part of the mill to the lower 
part. Mr. Campbell said he would go 
into the hopper and get the shovel. 
“Don't co In there or you'll get killed.” 
shouted Harper. The former said he did 
not think there was any danger, and 
climbed into the hopper, without saying 
anything further. Just as he placed his 
hand cn the shovel. three and a half 
tons of the shorts suddenly descended 
from the shute above, with creat force, 
burying the unfortunate man out of 
sicht. The lower wart of the hopper 
Was hroken_ open and the body recoy- 

Drs. Perfect and Clendenan were 
hastily summoned, but although they 
did everything in thelr power to restore 
life, their efforts were unavailing.

Constantinople, Dec. 2.—The Sultan 
has not yet heard the last of the ex- 
tra guardships question. As intimat- 
ed in these despatches on Friday last, 
the withdrawal of the British gunboat 
Dryad from the entrance of the Dar- 
danelles was only a temporary step, 
taken on account of the fact that the 
Palace people had inflamed the fanati- 
cism of the Mussulman population 
here, and that serious rioting was 
planned to commence as S000 as the 
warships entered the Bosphorus, While 
desirous of avoiding anything which 
would in any way tend to induce dis- 
turbances or hinder the work of re- 
storing order, the powers now appear 
to be unanimously resolved to insist 
upon their demands for the extra 
guardships. In consequence, the Am- 
bassadors have ar iged for a meet- 
ing to discuss the siluation, and con- 
sider what action is necessary in view 
of the Sultan's continued objection to 
grantir the firmans. 

It is intimated that if the passage 
of the Dardanelles is to be forced, it 
should be done by the warships of 
all the powers Interested. This, it 
Should be added, was the original 
understanding arrived but Great 
Britain, it appears, disposed 
to delay matters certain 
point.

Canada Shortly. 


MR. JOHN CHARLTON’S DENIAL. 


Death of the Rey, Dr, Shaw—Annual Moet-

Ottawa, Dec, 3.—(Special.)—Sir Chas 
Tupper, the High Commissioner in 
England, will shortly visit Canada. 
His return to the country at 
juncture will no doubt give rive to 
Many political rumours, but the ob- 
Ject of his visit is of a nature entirely 
different from the Interpretation that 
will be placed upon his movements by 
the Liberal press. Sir Charles comes 
simply and solely to consult with the 
Administration regarding the proposed 
fast Atlantic service and the Pacific 
cable. A few days ago an intimation 
Wes recelved from the Colonial Secre- 
tary that the Imperial Government Is 
disposed to assume one-third of the 
subsidy that would be required to se- 
cure a twenty-knot service” between 
Canada and the Mother Land. The 
offer of £75,000 a year is coupled with 
conditions that will require the most 
minute and careful consideration by 
the Canadian Government. As the 
representative cf Canada at London 
Sir Charles Tupper will be called upon 
to act for the Dominion in framing 
the joint arrangement that ts contem- 
plated. It is therefore of the utmost 
importance that he should be thor- 
oughly conversant with the views of 
the Canadian Government on the sub- 
ject. To this end he comes to Can- 
ada, Although Sir Charles’ visit Is 
primarlly to discuss the steamship 
subsidy, he will also consult with the 
j; Administration regarding the Pacific 
cable cénferencé to be held in Eng- 
| land. To it Canada hasbeen asked 
to send two repregentatives;-and as 
yet those representatives have not 
been named. Whether the High Com- 
mi yner represents Canada on the 
conference or whether he does not, it 
is necessary that he should have the 
fullest information regarding the 
views of the Administration on the 
subject. He therefore comes to talk 
over the steamship and the cable

One of the handsomest rooms is the 
dining saloon. It is about twenty-five 
feet broad by seventy-five feet long, 
and accommodates eighty persons eas- 
ily at its ten tables.

November Weatlicr. 


The officials of the Toronto observatory 
report as follows on the weather there dur- 
ing the month of November: The mean 
temperature was 36.86, being 0.74 higher 
than the average of 54 years and 2.42 
higher than November, 1894. The high- 
est temperature, 59.2, occurred on the 7th, 
and the lowest, 13.3 on tho 2lst.- The 
warmest day waa the 7th, mean tompera- 
ture 53.55, and the coldest day was 
the 2st, mean temperature 17.42. 
On each of 16 days the mean temperature 
was above the average of that particular 
day and below on Iddays. Rain fell on 13 
days to a depth of 4.06 inches, being 1.37 
inches above the average ; heaviest day's 
fall, 1.440, on 25th and 26th. Snow fell 
on 6 days to a depth of 2.1 inches, being 
2.5 inches below the average ; heaviest 
day's fall, 1.0 inch, on the 22nd. The 
average volocity of the wind during the 
storm of the 26th from 7 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
was 48.4 miles per hour. 

At Belleville the mean temperature was 
35. The highest temperature, 62, occur- 
red on the 6th, and the lowest 5, on the 
2ist. The warmest days were the 15th 
and 18th, moan temperature 46, and thie 
coldest was the 2Ist, mean temperature 
13.5. Rain fell on nine days and snow on 
our days.

At the meeting of Guelph Young Liber- 
als, Hon. G. W. Ross evinced a wonderful 
faculty for manufacturing bogus arguments 
out of figures, and the speeches of Hon. 
Mr. Haggart at Smith's Falls was largely 
devoted to the mistakes fallen into by the 
Minister of Education. The members of 
the Ontario Government appear to be re- 
markably clever in toting up a surplus to 
their own credit, and in figuring out a 
deficit to be charged against their political 
opponents. Mr. Haggart was amply justi- 
fied in expressing surprise that of all men 
the Minister in charge of the Educational 
Department should present to the country 
figures so flagrantly incorrect and mislead- 
iny as those Mr. Ross had cited as a true 
exhibit of the finances in Canada.

Then there was an 
expenditure of $41,000,000 upon canals, 
for part of which the Mackenzie Govern- 
ment was responsible, a3 well as the deficits 
which ocourred between 1873 and 1878. 
The construction and improvements of tho 
waterways are not undertakings that be- 
long only to one particular party.

‘Thon there was 
The sum expended in the building 
of the Canada Pacific Railway. 
This amounted to $62,000,000, 
the sums jusb named udded to 
the debt at Confeceration make up the 
$252,000,000, besides which there have 
been spent in public buildings $16,000,000, 
on othur public works $23,000,000, on 
railways other than the Canadian Pacific 
and Tnutereolonial, $15,000,000, Which of 
allthese items is chargeable to extravag- 
ance acd waste? Are thoy not all good 
and necessary investments that will be 
yielding income during the coming years 
of Canadian history? It is one thing to 
differ from a policy which necessitates 
outlay and it is another to charge wilful 
waste of public money. Which was it 
Mr. Ross did in his ‘* business’’ discussion 
of public attairs 7? Tmpliedly, he conveyed 
the idea that the increase in the public 
debt had beon caused by wastefalness, 
oxbravagance, bribery and corruption. 
Ile did not say so in plain terns, but he 
left the subject in such ashape that no 
other inference could be drawn.

It is difficult to convey an adequate con- 
ception of the vastness of Canada, Eng- 
land, Scotland and Wales toyethor form 
an area of about 128,800 square miles.

RITCHOT’S REPLY. 


Great’ stress was laid by Mr. F. C. 
Wade, a Winnipeg lawyer, who prepared 
a pamphlet for the Provinicial rulers of 
Manitoba, re the Manitoba school ques- 
tion, which was recently published, on an 


allegation that Father Ritchot, who pre- 
sented the list of rights (on which much 


depends) in 1870 had since fraudulently 

added to it a demand for Separate Schools 

in order to strengthen the position of the 
Roman Catholics. 


To this assertion Father Ritchot has 
_ published the following reply in the form 


of a sworn statutory declaration ; 
Province of Manitoba, to wit : 

1, Joseph Noel Ritchot, priest, pastor 
of St. Norbert’s parish, in the province of 
Manitoba, do solemnly declare. 

1. That I wrote all the eleven leaves— 
in blue paper—with my own hand in 1870, 
excepting the English notes on the fourth 

“leaf. These leaves were subsequently 
posted into the diary which t kept during 
the negotiations of 1870. ° 
2. These leaves, as written at that time 
by me,began with the words, ** Remarques 
sur 26 clause." Immediately after these 
words [left more than one-third of the 
first leaf blank. The first words after 
his blank space were these, ‘* Le nom de 
Manitoba,” the eleventh leaf ended with 
these words, ‘*I) faudrait pour voir au 
maintion du meme tarifdu rant quelques 
immeées, comme le demande, l'article 20."

They are too stupid or too lethargic 
to get out of the way, and the result is 
an appalling number of deaths from 
their bites. Throughout Northern In- 
dia the karaits tre so abundant that 
One has to be Very cautious in walking 
across his room at night for fear of 
treading on one of these unbidden 
guests in the dark. 

Two other snakes in India are more 
deadly than the karait. These are the 
cobra, which is almost as common, and 
the hamadryas, which is quite rare. 
These creatures are both related to the 
karait, and can be distinguished from 
harmless snakes’ by the same signs. 
You need never fear injury from the 
cobra if you treat him with even a 
Small degree of consideration. He will 
retire at the approach of a human be- 
ing if he has time enough. But his 
temper is irritable, and when he does 
bite he places you immediately beyond 
the reach of medical aid. The only 
thing that will suve you is to quickly 
cut out the wounded flesh spot with a 
knife.

India also has a plentiful supply of 
viperine snakes, These creatures can 
always be recognized without difficulty 
by thelr broad, sv ollen heads and their 
necks covered with tiny scales. Vipers 
are divided into pit vipers, character- 
ized by the poss ysion of a little hole 
or pit easily visible on the side of the 
head between the eye and the nostril 
and the true vipers, which are with- 
out this organ, The pit vipers of In 
dia are related to the rattlesnake, 
though they do not have rattles; nor 
fre they nearly so deadly as the rat- 
tlesnake, though their bite is very 
painful. They are viviparous, bring- 
ing forth their young alive, instead of 
leying eggs. 

One of the most dangerous of the 
true vipers of India is the dabola. 
This fs colored a bright yellow and ts 
very flerce in disposition, its bite al- 
most always causing fatal results, It 
is, however, very lazy, and, instead 
of advancing or retreating when it 
happens to hear some one coming, 
maintains its position and hisses loud- 
ly. 

The waters about India contain sea 
serpents,as to whose genuineness there 
can be no doubt. They are without ex- 
ception poisonous and are especially 
numerous in the Bay of Bengal. They 
sometimes penetrate the city water 
pipes. They have oar-shaped talls, by 
which they steer themselves. The ef- 
fect of receiving their poison into the 
human system is to raise the spirits 
and cause a feeling of great sociabil- 
ity. This gradually passes off and the 
victim dies at the end of three days. 

The British Government offers lurge 
rewards annually for the heads of pol- 
sonous snakes; consequently great 
numbers are destroyed. An obstacle 
to their extermination is the venera- 
tlon with which the natives regard 
some of the most polsonous varietles, 
especially the cobras; Comparatively 
few natives in India will kill a snake 
willingly. 





The Loas of Volo. 

Loss of volce may be owing to In- 
flammatory swelling, either acute or 
chronic, or to ulceration of the lining 
membrane of the larynx, to paralysis, 
or to hysterical affection. Coming on 
suddenly, accompanied with fever, 
pain in the larynx and upper part of 
the throat, increased on swallowing, 
and difficulty of breathing, the above 
symptom must be regarded with some 
apprehension as one of the concoml- 
tants of a rapidly fatal disease, acute 
lavyngitis. Loss of voice, however, fre- 
quently occurs quite unconnected with 
the other symptoms mentioned, and is 
then not to be so seriously regarded. 
Many persons are liable to it after ex- 
posure to night or foggy air, or after 
much or loud talking. Persons living 
In damp houses suffer from this form 
of aphonia, which is probably owing to 
the thickening of great susceptibilfty 
of the laryngeal membrane. When It 
continues nothing affords greater relief 
than antimonial ointment, or croton 
oll, rubbed over the fore part of the 
neck so as’to produce a free eruption, 
Mustard plasters may be used, but are 
not so efficacious. A hot bran poultice 
to the throat at night, and a teaspoon- 
ful of paregoric, taken along with 20 
drops of ipecacuana wine, will often 
remove a threatened attack. Inhaling 
steam from hot water, or spray from 
Seigle's spray producer is sometimes of 
Ereat service. In the more chronic 
form, 20 drops of tincture of squills 
may be submitted for the ipecacuana, 
A sirup made with Infuston of horse- 
radish is popularly and sometimes 
beneficially employed.

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The Trenton-Belleville Trans- 
mission Plant, 
(Canadian Electrical News.) 

The power trausmission plant now being 
installed at ‘Trenton will be in point of 
distance over which the power 18 to be 
transmitted the most important work of 
the kind so far undertaken in Canada. 
The valuable water power of the Trent 
river developed at a large outlay some 
years ago wil be utilized to furnish power 
and light for Trenton and also for the city 
of Belleville, located at a distance of 12 
miles from the generating station. Such 
a scheine would, only a year or two ago, 
have been regarded as chimerical both 
from an engineering and commercial 
point of view, but the rapid develop- 
ment of the alternating induction motor 
from a laboratory toy into an every- 
day industrial implement, has male pos- 
sible for this and many similar undertak- 
ings an immediate operating and commer- 
cial success. 

The Trenton Electric Co., of which Mr, 
W. H. Pearson, jr., of Toronto, is the 
moving spirit, has under its control, in- 
cluding the power rights leased from the 
town, something like 1,000 horse power. 
A new power house is beiug erected and 
water wheels installed haying a capacity of 
500 horse power. For the transtwission 
plant, after a careful consideration of the 
merits of the different systems offered, the 
three-phase system of the Canadian Gener- 
al Electric Co. was selected, and a contract 
closed with them for the necessary appar- 
atus. 

The initial installation will consist of 
two 150 kilowatt three phase alternators, 
from which currents at 2000 yolls will be 
tuken direct for the Trenton end and dis- 
tributed by means of secondary mains or 
incandescent lighting and power. Tor the 
Belleville end the current will be raised 
through step-up transformers toa potuntial 
of 10,000 yuits, the loss due cw olimic re- 
sistance at this voltage being at full load 
less than 3 por cont. At the Belleville sub- 
station step-down transformers will supply 
current to the inains for distribution at 
2000 volts, and the larger motors will be 
wound to take current at this pressure 
direct, 

Arrangements have been completed for 
operating the waterworks, for which two 
fifty horse power induction motors will be 
used. A 50 horse power motor will pro- 
bably be installed to drive the series arc 
light dynamos now supplying the city 4 
circuits. Itis expected that « contract -

Our vessel ded with coal, and 

bound from Philadelphia to Australla 

The run down to the equator had been 

n slow but pleasant one, owing not only 

to the mild, beautiful weather that we 

had hold right along since sailing, but 

Deenuse the Ralelrh had what was 
something of & novelty In those days, 
fn the way of an excellent and kindly 
get of officers. We were what ts called 
a “happy ship.” 

After reaching about the parallel of 
20 degrees south we got a stresa of 
Weather for over a week, in which 
several of our sails were blown away 
and a namber of Iight spars were 
wrecked, All our live atock of pigs 
and chickens were drowned, owing to 
the Mooding of our decks, for we sat 
very low in the water, 

On the day that we ran into pleasant 
weather again we started to take off 
the hatches, when a gassy, choking 
smell poured out of the opening, The 
cargo Was on fire. There was only one 
thing to do—to replace the hatches, 
bore holes through them, and pump 
streams of water into the hold, en- 
deavoring to drown the fire before it 
gained additional headway. All hands 
Were called to the task, and for twenty- 
four hours we worked for our lives, the 
crew being divided into rellef gangs so 
that the deck pumps might be kept 
constantly going. 

Before another morning came, how- 
ever, we knew that the ship was doom- 
ed, for the decks grew hot under our 
feet, and through various crevices the 
weakening, nauseating fumes of coal 
gas poured, overpowering us at times 
as we plied’ the pump handles. The 
wind died away, leaving the ship be- 
calmed, and over and around her hong 
a@ sickly blue pall of vapor. Then the 
order was given to provision the boats 
and desert the Raleigh. We pulled 
little way from the vessel and rested | 
On our oars, watching the noble ship, | 
As long as she floated there we seem- 
ed to have something to cling to on 
the wide desolate reach of waters. 

Shortly afterward the mainmast 

swayed like a drunken man, then with 

an awful crash it pitched over the side, | 
dragging with it the fortop-gallant | 
mast and the mizzen-topmast. Through . 
the broken deck a column of winding 
sulphurous flame shot into the air. 
The pitch ran wriggling out of the 
Reams of the Raleigh's planking, and 
fell hissing in little showers into the 
Water alongside as the véssel rolled 
sluggishly on the swells. An hour later 
the bark mas a mass of flames, and we 
pulled away to escape from the heat. 

There were two boats, tho captain 
commanding one and the chféf mate 
the other. Each had been provided 
with a chart and compass, and, in 
fAddition to these instruments, the two 
officers had carried away their sex- 
tants in order to navigate by the sun 
and stars. Into each boat had becn 
stowed food and water, which it was 
calculated would last about ten days 
by putting all hands on short allow- 
ance; but it was hoped that before the 
Provisions were consumed we would 
either be picked up by a passing vessel 
or successful In sailing to Rio Jantero, 
distant from us something less Tian 
600 miles, The captain's boat being the 
larger of the two, carried the second 
mate, steward, cook and elght seamen, 
while the mate's boat held the car- 
penter and four seamen, myself in- 
cluded among the latter. 

The boats laid alongside of one an- 
other while the captain and mate de- 
cided upon the course to be steered: 
then we separated, made sail to the 
southeast breeze that had set In, and 
stretched away into the northeast the ’ 
captain’s boat in the lead. The wind 
gathered strength from the southeast, 
giving us a following breeze for the 
port towards which we were steering, 
and both boats made good weather 
of the moderate sea, then running, ! 
Sweeping along at the rate of five | 
knots to the hour. 

Ail that afternoon the boats kept 
within sight of one another, and when 
night fell not over a quarter of a mile 
divided us. With the first flush of 
dawn we swept the expanse of waters, 
but nothing was to be seen. We were 
Mone. Every little while during the 
day that followed we would scan the 
horizon, hoping to lift the long-boat’s 
Sail into view; but In vain. We never 
saw her again, or heard tidings of the | 
twelve brave souls from whom we had | 
parted only a few hours before, That | 
slie never reached port Is certain: but 
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what her ultimate fate proved, no one 
knows. 

It blew up a gale of wind that after- 
noon, and I heard the mate say that 
the storm experienced during the 
week that was past had recurved, and 
that we would get it worse than ever 
on its back track TO prevent the 
boat from foundering, we unstepped 
the mast, made a span to It by secur- 


* Ing a length of rope to each end, and 


to the middle or this bridle we bent 
the boat's painter Then we dropped 
this sea anchor over the bows and rode 
to it, the strain upon the painter keep- 
Ing the head of the boat to the 
that rolled down on us 

When night settled upon the deep it 
shut out one of the wildest sights 
ocean-lashed waters that I had ever 
seen; but the darkness only intensified 
the terror. For in the blackness we 
would feel the frail boat swung with 
dizzy velocity up and up and up on 
fome mountainous sea, as though she 
Was never going to stop; then, while the 
freat seething crest was roaring in a 
thousand diabolical voices about us 
she would drop down. down, down with 
1 motion that was like falling through 
space.

No evidence how- 
ever, of life showed itself when I 
rounded under the astern, reading the 
name Mercedes in large white letters 
Letting fly my sheet, I caught the 
leeward chain plates, and, jumping on 
board with the painter, I secured the 
same to a belaying pin, and looked 
about me. 

I was at once sensible that there was 
some water in the hold by the pecullar 
motion of the vessel She rose and 
fell to the seas that underran her: but 
at the sume time it was apparent that 
} there could not be anything Iike a dan- 

gerous quantity, otherwiwee the plane 
of the deck would have floated much 
closer to the surface of the sea. With- 
out regarding the nationality of the 
name, it was clear to me that the ves- 
sel was elther a Portuguese or Itallan 
trader by the rainbow character 
her paint work, the slovenliness of the 
rigging, that was yet almost intact 
upon the fore, and, in spite of the 
drenching that she had received, the 
unmistakable evidences of dirt, every- 
where. There were no boats left, but 
whether they had been crushed in the 
wreck of the masts or had received 
the crew of the barduentine—for such 
I saw had been her rig—I could not 
tell, 

Entering the cabin I overhauled the 
four state rooms,it contained, finding 
In three of them nothing but such ofds 
and ends as are pecullar to sailors’ 
chests and !M the fourth room, which 
had been used as a pantry, quite an 
assortment of boxes and barrels of pro- 
visions, although there was proof that 
some of them had been broken Into 
nnd rummaged quite rec@utly. 

Then I went on deck again and lifted 
off one of the main hatch covers. No 
targo of any nature was to be seen, 
nothing but a mass of black olly water 
side to side.

Next I 
sot an axe out of the boatswain’'s lock- 
er and chopped away the rigging that 
held the broken spars to the bark, then 
when the vessel was clenr I squared 
the topsail yard by the braces, ran 
aloft, cast off the gaskets that held the 
rail, descended to the deck where I 
eheeted home the topsentl] as well os 
possible, and carried the halyaris 
through a leading block to the capstan 
on which I hove away until I had lift- 
ed the yard as high as my atrenrih al- 
lowed. Next I ran up the jib, sheeted 
it down and raced aft to the wheel. I

It grows in the hilly regions of the North 

orn, Middle and Western States, and pre 

ferring the sholter of thick shady woods. 
The root is the part omployed, and it may 
be stated thatan Ontario Act was passed in 
1891, and again amended in 1893, for the 
purpose of providing against the oxtermia- 
ation of ginseng. It 1s cultivated now in 
some parts of the United States ; but it is 
not used in either Canada the United 
States, but exported to China. While 
supplied with ginseng exclusively from 
their own country, which furnishes the 
root only in small quantities, the Chinese 
ontertained the most extravagant notions 
of its virtues, considering it as a romedy 
for all diseases, and as possessing almost 
miraculous powers in preserving liealth, 
invigorating the ‘system and prolonging 
life. During the late Japan-Chinese war 
ginsene is said to have been worth its 
weight in gold at Pekin. Mr. John Henry 
Wilson states that there are at present in 
the Chinese market five ginsengs, four of 
thom of Asiatic origin, derived from Panax 
Ginseng, the fifth the American ginsong, 
from Panax Quinquefolium., According to 
Prof. KE. M. Holmes, Fang-shen, which is 
used by the poor of China as a substitute 
for the costly ginseng, is a root of a new 
plant, and is oxported from Hankow and 
Oo-chang to the extent of 500 tons an- 
nually. 

The root is fleshy, somewhat spindle- 
shaped, from one to three inches long, 
about as thick as the little finger, and 
terminated by several slouder fibres. 
Frequently there are two portions, some- 
times three or more, connected at their 
upper extremity, and bearing a supposed 
though very remote resemblance to the 
human figure, from which circumstance it 
is said that the Chinese name ‘ginseng ” 
originated. A root in tho shape of a 
human figure has «special charm and a 
most miraculous influence in medicine. 
When dried the root is yellowish white 
and wrinkled externally, and within con- 
sists usually of o hard central portion, 
surrounded by a soft whitish bark. It 
has a feeble odor, and a slightly aromatic 
taste, somewhat analogous to liquorico- 
root. It has not been accurately analyzed, 
but it is said to be rich in gum and starch, 
ang contains albumen, Prof. Garrignes 
extracted from it «a peculiar sub 
stance uamed panaquilon, To  pre- 
pare it he heats a cold infusion, 80 as to 
separate the albumen, filters, concontrates 
to a syrupy consistence, precipitates by a 
concentrated solution of sodium sulphate, 
washes tho precipitate thoroughly with the 
saline solution, and treats it with alcohol, 
which dissolves the principle in question 
and yields it on evaporation, Pavaquilon 
is an amorplius yellow powder, solublo in 
water and alcohol, but not in ether, of a 
sweet bittermsh tasto, and has the character- 
istic property that, when treated with 
strong acids, itis converted into a white 
substance, insoluble in water, with the 
escape of carbonic acid and water. The 
roct is sometimes subuiitted, before being 
dried, to a process of clarification, which 
renders it translucent and horny, and en- 
hances its value as an articlo of export. 
The extraordinary medical virtues formerly 
ascribed to ginseng had no other existence 
than in the imagination of the Chinese. 
Tt is little more than a demulcent, and in 
this country is not employed as a medi- 
cine, Some persons, howey er, are in the 
habit of chewing it, havleg acquired a 
relish for its taste ; and it is only to supply 
the wants of these that it is kept in the 
shops.

Mild and Cold Winters, 

To the Editor of the INTELLIGENCER. 
Dean Sin:—First principles: If two 
dishes of water, one hot andthe other cold, 
are set outin the air whon the temperature 
is at zero, visible vapors will be seen rising 





from the hot water and none from the cold 
water, ‘Tho evaporation of moisture from 
bodies lessens the temperature of the sur- 
rounding air, Proof:if afew wet sheets 
are spread out and hung up ina room the 
temporature will be lowered several de- 
grees in a few minutes. A considerable 
amount of vapor escapes from maple and 
beech trees in June and July, and but 
little from the spiral leaves of pine trees ; 
as the sap of them consists mainly of pitch, 
for this reason the temperature of the air 
in a muple forest in June is cooler than a 
pine forest in the same part of the country, 

During a very hot suinmer the water 
of the rivers and great bodies of water be- 
come unusually warm, when the air be- 
comes cooler than said waters, copious 
quantities of vapor will rise in the atmos 
phere ; a cold wave will condense the 
vapors and visible clouds will be formed. 
On certain days the sky will be overcast 
with them. When the atmosphere in a 
certain locality becomes light enough, 
shown by barometrical pressure, the vapors 
will be precipitated in the form of rain or 
snow. 

The summer of 1895, much of the time, 
was very warm, the rivers and lakes of 
Canada became unusually warm ; now any 
one who understood the foregoing princi- 
ples would know that the autuinn weather 
following such a hot summer would be 
cloudy, and that a considerable quantity 
of rain would fall ; he would also draw the 
inference that the copious evaporation 
which was formed into clouds would cool 
the air below the freezing point and the 
subsequent precipitation of vapor would 
be in the form of snow. As 1 know these 
principles [ wrote an article on them and 
sent it to the editor of the Hastings Star, 
because ho promised me that he would 
print said article in his paper, this was 
about two weeks ago. 1 closed said 
article of my forecast of the following 
weather by stating that there would be 
sleighing in November of this year. Ac- 
cording to the principles stated, an abund 
ance of snow nay be expected during the 
winter of 1890-6 and at umes the cold will 
be intense, for ovaporation not only cools 
the air, where it takes place, but the vapors 
are formed into clouds, from which yreat 
quantities of snow will be precipitated to 
the earth. The winter of 1805-6 will be 
rather more severe than the winter of 
184-5. 

‘The winter following a cool summer will 
be mild for the waters in the lakes will not 
become very warin, hence a much lesser 
quantity of vapor will rise frou them to 
cool the sir nud make clouds and snow 
storms.

@r and two sons He war ceeded on 
the throne by his brother, Abdul Agls, 
an ignorant bigot whose extravagance 
brought hia country to avowed Iinsolv- 
eney in 1875 The only remurkable 
thing that he did was to travel. No 
Ottoman Sultan had ever before left | 
his own dominions, except for purposes 
of war, but Abdul Aziz ventured even 
as far as London, On the 29th of May, 
1876, he was deposed, and on June 4 ht 
was found dead, It was said that he 
had committed sulcide, but the proba- 
bility is that he was assassinated. He 
was succeeded by Amurath V., the son 
or Abdul Medjid, who within threw 
months Was removed as an imbecile. 
Then came Abdul Hamid II,, the pre- 
Bent Sultan 

He was born Sept. 22, 
came Sultan on Aug 1, 
27, 1878, two wee after the treaty of 
Merlin, Lord Beaconsfield said of him: 
“He is not a tyrant, he Is not disso- | 
lute, he is not a bigot or corrupt.” But 
elther Lord Beaconsfield wag strange 
ly deceived or he strangely tried to de- 
cilve the world, for it Is not possible | 
for a truly good man to be for 19 years 
the absolute master of subordinates 
so tyrannical, so dissolute, so bigoted 
and so corrupt as those who rule the 
Turkish people. It js only fair to judge 
the man by his works. 

When he was a boy the present Sul- 
tan lived at the beautiful kiosk of Ky- 
athany, where he learned to ride on 
the fiercest horses. As he grew older 
ho led a life of greater activity than 
Was usual among Turkish princes; ne 
Was much In the saddle; he loved 
hunting; he enjoyed long rides into 
the forests and along beautiful rivers. 
He was of a thoughtful and serious 
nature, and spent much time In study. 
Political economy was a favorite sub- 
Ject, and after reading of many books 
he was led to make a study of the 
methods of government, particularly 
{1 the Turkish provinces. When he 
was called suddenly to the throne he 
knew more than most of his predeces- 
surs had known of Turkish history 
and the government and resources of 
his country. There wére many eyils 
to be remedied, and it fs said that un- 
der the direct orders of the Sultan 
muny of them were remedied, When 
Abdul Hamid-went on the throne the 
country was bankrupt; now its credit, 
though by no means the best, Is at 
least measurable. ‘Then there were 
only the torn and battered remnants 
of an army; now Turkey has many 
thousand well disciplined and well 
equipped soldiers, A year before his 
reign began it was almost impossible 
to publish a newspaper in Turkey. On 
the slightest provocation a paper was 
selzed by the soldiers, who distributed 
the type In the waters of the Bosporus. 
Now there are many newspapers, some 
of them edited wich conspicuous ablil- 
ity; but the press {s not free, because 
the editors may not discuss Turkish 
politics. The Sultan {fs credited with 
the desire to encourage arts

His black beard, now 
slightly tinged with gray, is short, thick 
and trimmed almost to a point. The 
forehead is broad, lightly bulgea 
above the eyebrows, hollow at the 
temples, and wrinkled all over, The 
lines running down to the base of the 
nose, which Indicate profound and 
meditative thought, are accentuated. 
The eye is dark gray, large, well form- 
ed, pensive, slightly veiled, penetrat- 
ing, kindly, very changeable, and anx- 
fous. The eye Is that of a thinker, of 
& suspicious me ditator, with a subject- 
tive will power. The nose is long and 
thin at Its base, bony and strong at 
the nostrils, The mouth Is large and 
the teeth, rather yellow than white, 
are widely separated. The lower lip is 
stronger and thicker than the upper 
one. The expression is energetic and 
reveals a mixture of pronounced sen 
fualism and real kindness. The Su) 
tan's hair is black and cut short. The 
skull recedes toward the top; the lit 
Me brain is strongly marked. The eare 
tre long and vigorously cut.

Under the rule of the present Sultan 
the Ottoman empire has lost some of 
its fairest conquests. In 1877 the war 
with Russia began, lasting ne arly a 
year, When the Czar could have taken 
Constantinople, and when, as Is clear 
enough now, he should have taken it, 
England and Germany interfered. <A 
treaty was signed by representatives 
of Russia and Turkey at San Stefano 
on March 8, 1878; but this was much 
modified by the treaty of Berlin, In 
which conference there were represen- 
tatives of Grent Beitain, Russia, Tur- 
yey, Germany, France, Austria and 
Italy. As the result of the negotta- 
tions the Sultan was practically de- 
prived of Bulgaria, Bosnia and Herze- 
govina in Burope and Ardahan, Kars 
and Batoum in Asia, 

It is somewhat the fashion to pralse 
the Sultan. Oscar S. Straus, cx-Min- 
ister to Constantinople, wrote a letter 
to the Sun on Dec. 6, 1889, complaining 
of the injustice of some of the eriti- 
cisms of that paper. He was anxious 
that the people of this country should 
not believe “the exaggerated stories" 
of the sufferings of the non-Mussul- 
man population of Turkey, and de- 
clared that the Sultan was “a humane 
soverelgn'’—a man of serious character, 
very benevolent and kind hearted ana 
anxious always to relieve the suffer- 
ings of the people, “irrespective of race 
or religion;” a “kind, benevolent ruler, 
whose every aspiration is for the good 
and welfare of his subjects.’" 

There has been much eulogy of this 
kind, and our present Minister, Mr. 
Terrell, has indulged in some of it; 
but there may be no basis for it bde- 
yond that admiration which royalty 
seems to command from ordinary peo- 
ple on whom it looks kindly. And his 
personal character is of little account 
since he is the responsible head of a 
Government founded In fanatic con- 
quest, enriched with the plunder of an 
old civilization, long a menace to art, 
progress, personal liberty and freedom 
of conscience, and a constant blight 
Upon the prosperity and happiness of 
one of the garden places of the world 
and some of the brightest races of 
mankind.—Post Express.

“Yes,” said Mr. Wallace, “it is true 
that I have forwarded by resignation 
to the Premier. I have been moved to 
take this course by recent developments 
in the Manitoba case, In my 12th of 
July speech at Ottawa I indicated my 
views On the question, I said :— Now, 
for my part, and I speak under a full 
sense of the resporsibilities of my ut- 
terances, I have to say frankly, but 
firmly, that I favour the maintenance 
ef a non-sectarian school system in 
Manitoba—(cheers)--and that if our 
constitution permitted it I would advo- 
cate with the same fervour a similar 
System throughout the Dominion. (Re- 
newed checrs,) More than that, I 
have to say that if occasion should 
arise to require a declaration to this 
effect on my part, or my voice and 
vote in Parlinment will not hesitate 
for one moment to give effect to the 
view which I huve Just announced.’

This last gift of Mr. Rockefeller gives 
him the rank of premier philanthroptst 
of the country. His fortune is Increas- 
ing at the rate of $10,444,000 a year, 
and he does not spend $50,000 a year on 
his family expenses. Recent estimates 
of his wealth Mave placed it as high 
as $200,000,000. While it is not prob- 
able that it has reached that sum, 
is close to it. This really makes 
D. Rockefeller the richest man in 
civilized world. It is said that Li Hung 
Chang of China has $500,000,000, but this 
estimate is largely problematical, Re- 
cent estimates of the wealth of Barney 
Barnato, who is manipulating the Kaf- 
fir craze in London, haye placed it as 
high as $500,000,000. Other estimates 
have placed it as low as $25,000,000. Con-

Five Miles up to a Snow Storm. 

There is little to suggest a snow storm 
in the appearance of the aerial curls and 
feathors that are named by meteorologists 
cirrus clouds. But Dr. A. Benson, during 
his recent lofty balloon voyage in Germany, 
passed through a cirrus cloud at a height 
exceeding five miles and a half, and found 
that it consisted of small but per- 
fectly formed flakes snow. It was 
a littl snow storm floating high 
in the sky. If it had descended earth- 
ward it would have been turned into mist 
orrain, During this voyage, which was 
one of the most extraordinary balloon 
trips on record, Dr. Benson attained a 
height of nearly six miles. He would un~ 
doubtedly have lost consciousness—as Mr. 
Glaisher did, in his still loftior ascent 
many years ago - if he had not resorted to 
an expedient which reminds one of the 
ingenious devices of some of Jules Verne’s 
extraordinary herocs. Dr. Benson carried 
with him bags of oxygen, and breathed 
this gas, mingled with air, after he 
had attained a height where the atmos- 
phere was to light for comfortable respira- 
tion. He found that above 12,000 fect he 
could not dispense with the use of oxygen 
from his bags. The temperature at the 
highest point that he attained, 13,496 feut, 
was about 54 dearces (Fahr) below zero. 
If at this time he had floated over the 
world’s loftiest mountain, Mount Everest, 
in the Himalayas, he would have been 
nearly 2,500 feet above the highest point 
of that tremendous peak.

down to bare facta the cause of the 
panic was, on the face of it, a flerce 
quarrel between two Armentane in 
the Stamboul quarter, during which 
they came to blows, and attracted a 
large crowd about them, Finally, ong 
of the Armenians drew a revolver and 
fired at his opponent, The shot was 
the signal for an uproar, a stampede 
of the people, and, eventually, & panto 
which spread far and wide, from one 
end of the city to the other, until mat- 
ters began to look very serious indeed 
to the Armenians and the other Chris- 
tians, who, terrified by the shouting 
and yelling, the rushing here and there 
of excited crowds, naturally imagined 
that a fresh massacre had commenc- 
ed, They hurriedly closed their shops 
and houses, barricaded the doors and 
windows, concealed thelr most valu- 
able belongings in various ways, and 
made all the preparations possible for 
defence. The women, aswell as the 
men, arnied themselves ag best they 
could after the recent domiciliary visita 
of the police, who searched the Ar- 
menian residences high and low for con- 
cenled weapons and left these unfortu- 
nate people very little to fall back 
upon for defence in case of an upris- 
ing of the Mussulmans. The example 
of the Armenians of Stamboul in hur- 
riedly closing their shops, ete., was fol- 
lowed in street after street, until in 
the briefest period of time imaginable 
every shop was shut, and nearly all 
the houses were barricaded. Crowd 
of people, male and female, old ang 
young, were seized with a feeling © 
terror, which grew in strength as time 
wore on, and the confusion tnoreased, 
Large numbers of people fled hither 
and thither almlessly, helplessly, ap- 
parently unaware of what they wero 
doing, not knowing what had actually 
happened, dreading the worst, while 
fearfully hoping for the best. 

It fs difficult to describe to those un- 
acquainted with the vagaries of the 
population of this city, and who are 
not familiar with the state of nervous 
tension which has existed here for 
months past, the scene of incredible 
alarni and disorder which prevailed 
here at the height of the excitement 
this morning. Byery man seen in the 
streets seemed to have lost his head 
for the time, and it would not have 
needed much more to actually precipl- 
tate a terrible outbreak. The ordinary 
police officials, as well as the military 
police, who have been patrolling the 
streets since the last outbreak here, 
seem to be among the first to catch 
the panic, for they hurried to their 
different headquarters, as if obeying 
orders previously given, and it was 
not until the alarm began to subside 
that they reappeared. and busied 
themselves with their duties. 

From Stamboul the wave of terror 
swept to Galata and to Pera, carried 
onward by the panic-stricken fugitives 
from the first named quarter, who 
Were evidently under the itmpression 
that they were fleeing for thelr lives. 
The inhabitants of Galata quickly 
caught the fever of alarm, and in 
turn shut their stores and houses, and 
joined In the scene of confusion, an 
example-whieh—was promptly follow- 
ed by the people of the Pera quarter. 

Secing people fleecing through the 
streets in terror caused others to do 
the same, until the alr was filled with 
excited cries and the nolse of a rush- 
Ing multitude, ™ who did not 
Join in the stampede barricaded them- 
Selves within their houses, and  pre- 
pared to see their most horrible fears 
realized. The Armenian porters, when 
the alarm first spread, hastily dropped 
their loads in the streets, and fled to 
the nearest place of safety. Drivers 
deserted their horses, mules, or 
donkeys; servants ran away from 
their employers, many sought refuge 
in the churches and mosques, the old 
ond feeble were trampled upon, many 
were severely injured during the reign 
of terror.

The Hudson Bay Company had not 
reached out to a very great ¢ xtent, be- 
ing content with the fur gathered by 
their half-dozen “factories,” of which 
York Factory and Churehill were the 
earliest and most important. But the 
Northwest Company brought a new 
spirit Into the country; they pressea 
for trade with such avidity and deter- 
mination as to carry them into parts 
hitherto entirely unknown, and cause 
bloodshed whenever they met the 
agents of the rival company. It was 
the greed for trade, indeed, that quick- 
ened the steps of the first adventurers 
into the silent, frozen land of the north. 
Samuel Hearne, the first white man to 
pass beyond Great Slave Lake, mude 
his trip in 1769 by order of the Hudson 
Bay Company, and i nsearch of copper 
mines. It was in pursuance of trade 
for the Northwest Company that Alex- 
ander Mackenzie (1789) penetrated to 
the Arctic Ocean down the river whicn 
bears his name. I have never been 
able to see the justice in the command 
that gave Mackenzie a knighthood and 
ignored Hearne. The latter's trip was 
really a most remarkable one—over- 
land a great part, and always the more 
difficult. Mackenzie's trip, as com- 
pared with it, reads like a summer 
day's pleasuring.

hood*® * * "Let any woman not 
tomed to standing try the experiment 
of remaining on her feet for nine hours, 
for, even where resting facilities are 
provided these girls, their duties call 
for a standing posture during the 
greater part of their working hours, 
The strain of the position Is a fearful 
in itself, No account need even be 
taken that during all these hours 
every faculty possessed by these girls 
must be the alert. And during the 
holiday season the strain is ten-fold 
upon them during daylight hours, The

In an attempt to regu- 
late the temperature of the cars so that | 
all classes will be suited when the ’ 
mercury falls below 50 degrees, the 
street car companies have prepared an 
elaborate schedule of Instructions to 
the car conductors. The latter are told 
that the heaters must never be used 
when the outside temprature of the air 
is more than 50 degrees, that the heat 
should never be turned when the 
car is crowded full of passengers, ex- 
cept when the outside temperature Is 
below freezing, and that good judg- 
ment and constant attention should be 
Kiven to the matter of ventilation.

Both bodies 
were shockingly mutilated. When 
asked why he killed the Millen boy, he 
sald: “I don’t know; something told me 
to do it.” 

“When you started off to the flats 
with the child did you intend to kill 
him?" he was asked. 

“I don't know,” he replied. “I think 
I meant to stick a knife into him, but 
I don't know whether I Intended to 
kill him or not.” 

Pomeroy was first sent to the prison 
at Concord, and there made several 
sensational attempts to escape. He was 
then transferred to Charlestown, and 
when the prison gates closed behind 
him they shut him from the sight of 
the sun forever. He was placed in & 
cell in the “arch” or the “Cherry Till” 
block, where turbulent prisoners are 
confined for longer or shorter periods. 
He has a good-sized room, 16 by 15 
feet, with two chinks in the roof which 
admit daylight. His bed is a comfort- 
able one, and the entire room Is neat 
and orderly. He himself ts quite care- 
ful of his personal appeurunce, and het 
the services of a barber to keep him 
looking well. He tries various expert 
ments With his-beard; but his mus- 
tache he wenrs constantly. 

But he Is always plotting to escape. 
His ingenuity in getting and hiding 
things which can assist him in digging 
up the floors and walls his cell 
marvellous No one him except 
his mother, brother, a young niece, ana 
the prison officials, yet the most sur- 
prising things are found in his pos- 
session. In 1887 he made a saw out or 
a plece of steel and cut off the bar: 
of his cell. He In come way caused an 
explosion of gas and was knocked un- 
conscious, or he might have reached 
the corridor. Four years ago he made 
another saw and cut off the leg of his 
iron bedstead and shoved back the 
hott to his cell door. He must have 
becn in the corridor before he was dis 
covered. A drill and a saw were found 
in his cell. 

He has times now of picking at the 
walls and floors, but it is believed that 
he does it more to annoy the officers 
than because he has any hope of es- 
caping, He does not ask many favors. 
Hie would like to go In and out with 
the rest of the men who work in the 
various shops. He Its not ambitious to 
work, and what he does is voluntary. 
He ts given rattan rockers to wind, but 
he only does about six a week, where 
other “‘solitaries” in the same corridor 
do forty. 

Most of his time is spent in reading 
und study. He can speak three lang- 
uages and knows a great deal of his- 
tory. He is very sensitive as to what 
the newspapers say about him, though 
he never is allowed to read them, His 
mother tells him of it, and it is for 
her sake that he cares Really, he 
seems very fond of her, and she Is 
the one person who has never waverea 
In her devotion to him. His father is 
living, but has never come to the pris- 
on, His brother has not been there for 
several years, but his mother, with 
true affection, comes every two inonthsa

Don't be hurried and bustling 
sy about the patient 

Don't appear anxious, however great 
may he your anxiety 

Don't let stale flowers remain In the 
sick room, 

Don't allow an accumulation of med- 
{cine bottles in sight of the patient, 

Don't have the temperature of the 
sick room much over 60 degrees; 70 
degrees will be allowable, but not ad- 
Visable. 

Don't jar the bed by lifting or sit- 
ting upon it. This is always unpleas- 
ant to one ill and nervous, 

Don't be unmindful of yourself if 
you are in the responsible position of 
nurse, To do faithful work you must 
have proper food and stated hours of 
rest. 

Don't forget that kindness and ten- 
derness are needful to successful nurs- 
ing. Human nature longs to be sooth- 
ed and comforted on all occasions when 
it is out of tune. 

Don't throw coal upon the fire. 
Place it in brown paper bags and lay 
them upon the fire, thus avoiding the 
noise which is shocking to the sick and 
sensitive. 

Don't neglect during the day to at- 
tend to necessaries for the night; that 
the rest of the patient and the family 
may not be disturbed 

Don't light a sick room at night by 
means of gas jet or lamp burning low; 
nothing impoverishes the air sooner. 
Use sperm candles or tapers which 
burn In sperm oil. 

Don't forget to have a few coffee 
grains handy to serve as a deodorizer 
When burnt on the coal. Bits of char- 
coul placed around the room are also 
useful in absorbing gases and other 
impurities. 

Don't give a patient a full glass of 
water to drink from, unless he is 4al- 
lowed all he desires.

Tho Alntaub Massacro—The Emperor Visits 
Prince Bismarck Death of Cardinal

London, Dec 16.—The 
(Liberal), commenting upon the an- 
nouncement that Tord Salisbury has 
declined at present, In the public in- 
terest, to receive a deputation on behalf 
of the Armenians, says :—' This must 
mean that European concert exists 
only in name, and that the powers are 
not prepared to co-operate in the de- 
position of the Sultan or in enforcing 
European control, Russia is the power 
most ck ly interested, and she can 
count uy the support of France. If 
this be s the situation is more serl- 
ous than ever.” 

London, Dec. 16.—Thé Daily News 
will to-morrow publish a despatch 
from Constantinople which says :—‘1 
have received a letter from a Euro- 
pean resident dated November 23, giv- 
ing the first details of the Aintab 
massacre, The writer says :—'It is 
difficult to get figures, as we are al- 
Ways under a guard when we go to 
the town; but 200 seems a low figure 
for the killed, and some say that it 
was 1,000, while 400 were wounded 
All the Christian shops and 250 houses 
Were pillaged, and many were burn- 
ed. About one thousand Armentans, 
who took refuge In the khans and 
mosques at the beginning of the 
panic, are still kept prisoners there, 
for what purpose can only be sur- 
mised.’ 

Berlin, Dec. 16.—Emperor William 
arrived at Friedrichsruhe from Ham- 
burg at five o'clock this afternoon. 
Prince Bismarck, in the uniform of 
the Cuirassiers of the Guard, accom- 
panied by Count von Rantzau, his 
son-in-law, and by Dr. Schweninger, 
mot his Majesty as he alighted from 
the train. After thanking the Em- 
peror for the honour of his visit, 
Prince Bismarck accompanied him to 
the castle, where the Royal traveller 
was hospitably entertained by the ex- 
Chancelor. The Emperor left Fried- 
richsruhe for Berlin and Potsdam at 
7.15 p.m

Our esteemed contemporary also gives a 
slap at Mr. Laurier, by stating that when 
he talked of Free Trade as it existed in 
England, he was simply ‘‘ voicing his own 
views,” which were not in accordance with 
the party platform.

The 29th of next February, it is not 

generally known, will be the only 29th of 

February till 1904, since the year 1900, 

which most people are looking forward to 


year. For tho solar or actual year con- 
sists of 355 days, 5 hours, 48 minutes and 
50 seconds, or 11 minutes, 19 seconds less 
than the 366} days with which the calen- 
dar by intercalculating a 29th of February 
every four years, credits; and so in the 
course of a century the calendar goes 
wrong by 15 hours, 36 minuths and 40 
seconds. Accordingly at the end of the 
century, in order to get tolerably right 
again, the calendar, three times in four 
certuries, drops a 28th of February and 
makes a leap year. It thus, instead of 
going wrony almost a day eyery century, 
goes wrong about a day every 5,000 years.

Death of « Guelph Pioneer, 








Guelph, Dec. 18.--(Special.)—The most 
striking figure in Guelph’s early hiu- 
{oS passed away from the scene of his 
HbouUrs at noon to-day in the persen o 
Mr. David Allan, With his father me 
lute William Allan, deceased came to 
Guelph in 1882 Mr Allan, sr pur- 
chased from the Canada Company the 
mill property on the banks of the River 
Spveod A small frame building stood 
there then Immediately on acquiring 
the property, Mr. Allen set to work to 
establish the mills, which in his hands 
afterwards crew to uch immense pro- 
portions The flour mill and distillery 
were the centre of Gueiph's Industrial 
activity for many cars The old gen- 
tleman died In 1853, and the subject of

Atan early hour this morning farmers 
began to arrive onthe market and before 
ten o'clock every available inch on the 
square and in the butter market was taken 
up.

Street Car Heating. 


The heating of street cars appears 
to be a complicated problem in Boston 
—the complication being not in the 
physical manner of heating, but in the 
effort to satisfy the varied notions of 
the street car patrons. What would 
suit the thin man, would be a source 
of discomfort to the fat man, and both 
might complain of the ventilation or 
the Jack of it. In an attempt to regu- 
late the temperature of the cars so that 
all classes will be suited when the 
mercury falls below 50 degrees, the 
street car companies have prepared an 
elaborate schedule of instructions to 
the car conductors. The latter are told 
that the heaters must never be used 
when the outside temprature of the air 
is more than 50 degrees, that the heat 
should never be turned on when the 
car is crowded full of passengers, ex- 
cept when the outside temperature is 
below freezing, and that good judg- 
ment and constant attention should be 
given to the matter of ventilation. 
Patrons of the street car lines other

that appears in the papers to-day,” 
said he, “‘was Known to members in 
high standing in the Conservative 
party for the lust year. It is simply 
one of those jokes that have been 
played upon the gullible, fatuous, and 
sanguine Dr, Nesbitt. I need hardly 
tell you that under no circumstances 
would I for a moment entertain a de- 
sire to retire from the contest in 
Cardwell. (Loud applause.) I know, 
having been through the riding during 
the last fow days,that I am going to se- 
eure a victory, (Renewed applause.) 
Do not be carried away by the cheap 
campaign lies resorted to by our oppo- 
nents on the eve of the close of & des- 
perate and bitter campaign. Do not 
allow yourselves to be deluded by these 
tactics, The fight is yours, and not 
mine, and I know the good, loyal, and 
true citizens and electors of Cardwell 
will not fail on the 24th to record their 
votes {n my favour.”” (Cheers.) 

Mr. T. Mayne Daly, Minister of the 
Interior, was cordially received. He 
referred to the unfortunate fact that 
the contest now being waged in Card- 
well was a three-cornered one. It 
seemed to him that here in Canada it 
was better to follow the lines laid down 
by the Mother Country and have only 
the two old parties, the Liberal and 
Conservative. And yet it would ap- 
pear from the stand taken by Mr. 
Stubbs that they had still only the two 
sets of opinions, for on both the trade 
and school questions he was found 
standing on the same platform with 
the Liberals. Now, with reference to 
the Manitoba school question, he would 
say that he had lived in that country 
for fifteen years, and probably could 
tell them some things about it that 
they had not heard before, and that 
would enlighten them concerning some 
phases of it. At the outset, he want- 
ed to say to them that, having lived in 
Manitoba for fifteen years, he had 
never, during all that time, heard the 
school question discussed until Mr. 
McCarthy came up there in 1889. It 
might be well to point out that when 
Canada scquired the territory of 
Prince Rupert's Land the Government 
caryed out « constitution for Manitoba, 
and that constitution provided that, as 
far as school matters were concerned, 
they should rest under the control of 
the provincial authorities, save and 
except where the rights of the minor- 
ities might be interfered with. The 
fathers of Confederation had been wise 
enough to settle the question for Can- 
ada at the time of Confederation in 
1867. At the time, however, when Mant- 
toba came into the Dominion, it was 
just a question whether the minority 
there would turn out to be Protestant 
or Catholic, and the adherents of both 
religions Were equally anxious that 
some safeguard should be given them. 
It was therefore decided to put in the 
Manitoba Act the same protection as 
had already been given to the minor- 
ity in the Province of Quebec. Mr. 
Daly clearly explained the System of 
school management which was Iintro- 
duced by the first Manitoba Legisla- 
ture. and continued :— 

From 1871 up to the time of the 
introducticn of the bill of 1890 by Mr, 
Martin, no mention of wiping out the 
Separate school system had been made 
in the Legislature of Manitoba. The 
subject had rot been dircussed on 
public platforms, nor had it been in 
the slightest degree a cause of con- 
tention. And these people went on 
Yor nineteen years living in peace 
among themselves. But in 1889 Mr. 
McCarthy visited Manitoba and ad- 
drevsed a meeting at Portage la Pral- 
rie. During his speech he made refer- 
ence to the Separate school system of 
the province. Mr. Martin was present 
at the meeting and heard him, and he 
ecnceived the idea that it would be 
& good thing to take up this question |

The speaker th entered 
discussion of the wade policy of Mr, 
Laurier. That gentleman had gone 
last year from one end of the country 
to the other proclaiming that he had 
at Jast found a policy, which was free 
trade as they have it in England, and 
now they found that In his speech in 
Montreal the other night he told his 
nudience that they were not to expect 
to carry it into effect for thirty-eleht 
or forty years. (Laughter.) He did not 
think the people of Canada were will- 
ing to wait for thirty-elght or forty 
years to see a policy put into force, 
but that they would declare at the 
coming election, as they had declared 
in 1891, that®they were quite content 
with the polley which had been In- 
augurated by Sir John Macdonald in 
1878. (Applause.) Mr. Daly vigorously 
defended the National Policy, showing 
how it had benefited the farmer by pre- 
serving to him his home market. In 
1878 there had been imported from the 
United States 2,000,000 bushels of oats; 
this had fallen In 1893 to 44,000 bushels. 
Of wheat there had been Imported from 
the same gountry 1,519,000 bushels in 
1878, as against 9,000 bushels in 1893; 
ef flour, 311,000 barrels in 1878, as 
figainst 34,000 barrels in 1898; of bacon 
and hams, 2,825,000 Jbs. in 1878, as 
Mrainst 670,000 lbs. in 1893; and other 
imports of farm products had decreas- 
ed in the same ratio. (Applause.) This 
was the policy under which Canada 
had prospered, and he reminded his 
audience that should the Liberals at- 
tain power they would be bound to 
carry out their platform of free trade. 
On the very same night as that on 
which Mr. Laurier spoke in Montreal 
Sir Richard Cartwright, speaking at 
Beeton, had denounced the policy of 
protection and asserted the necessity 
of a change, and the very platform 
adopted at the Liberal Convention in 
1893 had characterized the principle of 
protection as “radically unsound”; 
and yet Mr. Laurier admitted that 
thirty-elght or forty years must pass 
before they could relinquish it. (Ap- 
plause.) 

In conclusion, Mr. Daly appealed to

Most of those vho are ‘hollering’ to- 
day probably fancy that we should 
all, barring the fighting men, find our- 
felyes comfortable In such a war as 
in the one with the South—that is, 
with an active business, plenty of 
money, open ports, full theatres, and 
exciting ‘extras.’ There could not be 
a greater mistake, We are only just 
recovering from a sevcre panic, and 
our currency ts still trembling on the 
edge of a chasm, The mere existence 
of a minatory commission during the 
next six months of a ‘ Presivientlal 
year’ will retard, if not wholly stop, 
the process of recuperation, if it does 
not land us on a silver basis, and will 
cause heavy withdrawals of forelgn 
capital from our securities. 

“We know very well that there are 
jingoes so afflicted by Providence that 
the more you tell them of the losses 
that war would occasion, the more 
eager they are for hostilities to begin. 
thelr notion being that when you go 
to war it is base and mean to count 
the cost. They think, like Louls XTV., 
or Napoleon, that there ts nothing like 
fghting for ‘honour,’ and revet in the 
thought of the misery in which they 
will plunge other people. But we do 
not believe the mass of American 
business men have been converted all 
of a sudden into crack-brained Parisi- 
ans. Who, in listening to the jing: 
yells these fine mornings, can avoid 
hearing through the mist of years 
those other jingo yells which started 
the Parisian crowd on the road ‘to 
Beilin,’ or asking themselves what 
war for ‘self-respect and honour’ has 
ever been begun, continued, or ended 
without making its originators and 
prcemoters objects of execration to all 
subsequent generations?” 

London, Dee, —An example of the 
State of calm in political circles here 
in the face of the Venezuelan compli- 
cations is shown in the absence from 
London of the leading politicians moat 
interested in the affair.

“There is a very strong national 
feeling among the Dominion militia, 
which is composed of young men who 
in case of an emergency would in- 
stantly place their services at the dis- 
posal of the Government. This readl- 
ness to defend the Government was 
evidenced during the times of the 
Fenian raid and during the North- 
West rebellion. There is no question 
that the Canadians are a unit in their 
determination to defend their country 
and remain part of the British Em- 
pire. Canada is stronger to-day than 
she was In 1812, and yet at the end of 
that war Canada was in possession of 
Michigan, and but for the unwise ac- 
tion of the Home Government would 
FLL bossess {it 

“The feeling In Canada is perfectly 
friendly to the United States, pro- 
vided she minds her own business; but 
once she attempts to Interfere In Can- 
adian affairs there is not a man in the 
Dominion but will cry ‘Hands off 
The French-Canadians are equally op- 
posed to the Idea of belng absorbed by 
the Tintted States.” 

Mr. Hall Caine, the novelist, who 
recently returned to London from the 
United States and Canada, was inter- 
viewed with regard to the Venezuelan 
embroglio and the Monroe doctrine, 
Mr. Caine sald he had met President 
Cleveland during his visit to America, 
and that the President's message in 
regard to the Venezuelan affair was 
the last thing he would have expected 
from him. The strongest impression 
left on his mind regarding Mr, Cleye- 
land was that he ‘vas a man of high 
integrity and dispassionate judgment, 
und he therefore must refuse to he- 
lieve that his step had been taken 
With an eye to the President's per- 
sonal advantage, such as a third term 
as the Chief Magistrate of the nation, 
or with the purpose of serving his 
party by making a cry with which to 
ec before the country. 

“TI feel confident.” said Mr, Caine, 
“that Mr. Cloveland was actuated by 
patriotic motives alone; but, neverthe- 
less, I think his policy appalling, T 
do not for a moment believe that 
there can be war between the Uuited 
States and Great Britsin. I saw dur- 
ing my stay in America not the faint- 
est trace of what is called the ‘antl 
English’ spirit, and there is no antl- 
American feeling in England. Such a 
demonstration as that which took 
place in the Senate when the Presl- 
dentUs message Was announced before 
that body must have been made in 
a moment of patriotic Intoxication, 
Any such faction would be impossible 
in England, The war fever will 
eventually subside, and the only dis- 
astrous effect remaining will be that 
Mr. Cleveland himeelf will suffer. His 
name, so long honoured in England 
as the best of Americay Presidents, 
will have gone down immeasurably, 
and mean and impure motives will be 
attributed to a man who is constitu- 
tionally incapable of meanness or Im- 
purity. In fact, the whole thing is #0 
utterly unlike President Cleveland that 
ove almost feels that hea must have 
undergone political hypnotism.”

The clepsydra or water-clook 
ed the sun-dial, and the sand 
followed the clepsydra, Then came the 
candle-clock of Alfred the Great and 
the candle was marked Into three part 
and while the first part burning 
he gave himself to religion, while 
the second part waa burning gave 
himself to politk and while the third 
Apart was burning he gave himself to 
rest. After while came the wheel 
sand weight clock, and Pope Sylvester 
in- 
ventor. And the skill of centuries of 
exquisite mechanism tolled at the time- 
pleces until the world had the Vick's 
clock of the fourteenth century and 
Huyghens, the Inventor, swung the 
firat pendulum, and Dr. Hook contrived 
the recoll escapement. And the “end- 
less chain" followed, and the “rachet 
and pinion lever” took Its place ; and 
the compensation balance and the stem 
winder followed, and now We have the 
buss and clang of the great clock and 
Watch factories of Switzerland and 
Germany and England and America, 
turning out what seems to be the per- 
fection of time-pleces. It took the 
world six thousund years to make the 
present chronometer. So with the 
measurement of longer spaces than 
minutes and hours. ‘Time was calcu- 
lated from new moon to new moon; 
then from harvest to harvest. Then 
the year was pronounced to be three 
hundred and fifty-four days, and then 
three hundred and sixty days, and, not 
until a long while after, three hundred 
and sixty-five days. Then events were 
calculated from the foundation of 
Rome, afterward from the Olympic 
frames. Then the Babylonians had 
their measurement of the year and the 
Romans theirs and the Armenians 
theirs and the Hindoos theirs, Chrono- 
logy was busy for centuries studying 
monuments, Inscriptions, colns, mum- 
mies and astronomy, trying to lay a 
Plan by which all questions of dates 
might be settled and events put in their 
Rfit’ place in the procession of the 
ages. But the chronologists only 
heaped up a mountain of confusion and 
bewilderment, until the sixth century 
Dionysius Exiguus, a Roman abbot, 
said, “Let everything date from the 
birth of Bethlehem of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Saviour of the world.” The 
abbot proposed to have things dated 
backward and forward from that great 
event. What a splendid thought for 
the world! It would have been most 
natural to date everything from the 
creation of the world. But I am glad 
the chronologists could not so easily 
guess how old the world was in order 
to get the nations in the habit of dating 
from that occurrence In its documents 
and histories. Forever fixed is it that 
all history is to be dated with reference 
to the birth of Christ, and, this matter 
settled, Hales, the chief chronologist, 
Aeclared that the world was made five 
thousand four hundred and eleven 
years before Chrjst, and the deluge 
came three thousand one hundred and 
fifty-five years before Christ, and all 
the illustrious events of the last nine- 
teen centuries and all the great events 
of all time to come have been or shall 
be dated from the birth of Christ. 
These things I say that you may know 
what a watch is, what a clock is, 
what an almanac fs, and learn to ap- 
preciat® through what toils and hard- 
ships and what perplexities the world 
came to its present conveniences and 
comforts, and to help you to more re- 
spectful consileration of that sun-dial 
of Aloz planted in my text. 
We are told that Hezekiah, the king, 
was dying of a Boil It must have 
been one of the worst kind of car- 
buncles, a boil without any central 
core, ond sometimes deathful. A fig 
Was put upen it as a poultice. Heze- 
klah did not want to die then. His son 
who was to take the kingdom had not 
yet been born, and Hezekiah’s death 
would haye been the death of the na- 
tion prays for recovery, and 
is told he will get well.

No; the shadow went back on all the 
Mials of that lend and other lands, 
Turn to If.

non. And if you do not like Bible author- 
ity, turn over your copy of Heredotus 
and tind that away off tn Egypt the 
people noticed that there was some- 
thing the matter with the sun? The 
fact is, that the whole universe waits 
upon God, and suns, and me and 
stars are not very big thir to Him, 
and He can with His finge back 
fin entire world as easily yuld 
net back the hour-hand or minute- 
hand of your clock or watch 
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you find a dividend far larger 
promised and 
tell you some 
has just heard sald 
you, and you find that all the 
styles of goods in which you deal have 
advanced fifteen per cent. In value, 
and on your way home you meet your 
children in full romp, and there 
1oses of health In cheeks all round the 
table, what more do you want of con- 
sclation? I don't pity you a bit, You 
feel as if you could boss the world. 
Rut for those In just opposite circum 
stences my text comes In with an om- 
nipotence of meaning. The shadow! 
Ch, the shadow! Shadow of bereave- 
ment! Shadow of sickness! Shadew 
bi nkruptey! Shadow of mental depres- 
sion! Shadow of persecution! Shadow 
of death! Speak out, O, sun-dial of 
Alaz, and tell all the people that God 
manages the shadow! As Hezekiah sat 
in his palace window wrapped in In- 
validism and surrounded by anodynes 
and cataplasms and looked out upon 
the black hand of the only clock 
knewn at that time and saw it move 
back ten degrees, he learned a lesson 
that a majority of the human race 
need this hour to learn—that the best 
filend a man ever had controls the 
shedow. The set-backs are sometimes 
the best things that can happen. The 
great German author Schiller could 
not work unless he had In his room 
the scent of rotten apples, and the de- 
cay of the fruits of earthly prosperity 
r.ay become an Inspiration Instead of 
a depression. Robert Chambers’ lame 
feet shut him up from other work, and 
he became the world-renowned pub- 
lisher, and helped fashion the best 
literature of the age. The painful dis- 
order like that of Ezxekiah called a car- 
tbuncle is spelled ctly the same 
the precious stone 
an. the pang of suffe 
the jewel of immortal value. 
back like that of Ahaz's  sun-dial 
nay be recovery and triumph. I never 
had a set-back but it turned out to be 
a set-forward. You never would have 
become Christian if you had not 
a set-back. The highest thrones 
Leaven are for the set-backs, In 1861 
the shadow of the sun-dial of this na- 
tlon Was set back, and all things seem- 
ed going to ruin, and it was set back 
further in 1862, and further in 1863 
and still further In 1865, but there 
not an intelligent and well-balanced 
man, North or South, East West, 
but feels It was set back 
fun-rise. 

Rut I promised to show you how the 
shadows might be turned back.

given by the Rural World, having 
been made several ars in Ohflo, 
by Joseph Sullivan A very large num- 
ber of hogs were weighed on Septem- 
ber 10th and turned into a 40-acre corn 
field, the being In the roasting 
Stage—perhaps in the best condition 
for fattening hogs—and they remained 
in that fleld till October 238d, having 
eaten down fhe field. They were again 
accurately weighed and found to have 
gained 16,000, 10 pounds per bushel 
of corn eaten, estimating the yleld at 
40 bushels per acre. Then, as an ¢x- 
periment, he selected from the lot 100 
hogs, averaging 100 pounds each, placed 
them in large covered pens with plank 
floors and troughs and fed them upon 
corn meal ground in the ear and well 
steamed At the end of 10 days they 
were welghed and found to have gain- 
ed 20 pounds to each bushel of 70 
pounds of meal fed, the weather at 
this time being mild. They were fur- 
ther fed to test the effect of tampera- 
ture, and ast he weather became cold 
the gain was reduced to six and a 
quarter pounds per bushel, and when 
the thermometer reached from & to 10 
degrees below zero they made no gain 
on all the meal they would eat. The 
effect of temperature will naturally 
strike the mind of the reader at once. 
He will also notice the double gain 
arising from non-exercise in the pen 
together with the ground and steamed 
corn. Two strong points appear—shel- 
ter saves food and grinding and cook- 
ing corn, combined with ease, come 
fhrt and idjeness, also saves food.

GEO. KE. HENDERSUN DEAD, 


Ilo Expired Quite Suddenly on Sua day

Deceased, who was 
Jesse Henderson, born Picton 
seventy-seven yearsaygo, Ho was married 
to Miss O'Reilly,.of Kingston but Mrs 
Henderson has beon dead many years. 
Ho is survived by four children two sons 
and two daughters—F red. and George, of 
Brandon ; Mrs. Meighan, of Perth, and 
Miss Dolly, at home, Deceased was edu- 
cated here and called to the bar forty-five 
years ago. He was fairly successful as a 
lawyer. He was a brother of the late L. 
H. Henderson and threo sisters—Mrs. I. 
Croft Hulme, Mrs. (Dr.) Burdett and Mrs. 
MecWhirter—survive him. A remarkable 
fact in connection with his death 
is that he and two brothers, 
Jesse and L. H., died within the 
last six months. Mr Henderson 
was for many years 4 prominent figure in 
the public life of Belleyille. He was for 
ten or fifteen years a representative of 
Samson (which then included Foster) 
Ward in the Town Council; was in 156) 
an unsuccessful candidate for the Mayor- 
alty, and in 1874 was elected by acclama- 
tion Mayor of the then Town of Bolleville. 
Mr. Henderson was an ardent policician, 
and téok part in many contests.
